So Another One Will Mot Soon Occur.

Justice Liore, of the Delaware supreme 
court today delivered a strong charge 
to the grand jury, which Is consider- 
ing the criminal work of the comity 
courts After reciting the details of the 
tuu.ut-i OS Jane IS in Kciett Bishop, 
by Oeo White, and the 
subsequeat 


lynching of White by a mob, Judge 
Lore said* 


"The crime of White aad his punish 


ment are not before ue 
Upon his 


body, human vengeance hu done its 
work 
If the matter concerned Geo 


White alone, there would be nothing 
left for our consideration 


But, for the first time the lawless 


and revolting crime of lynching has 
Invaded this state 
We have heard 


ot lynching as a punishment for crime 
in the south, and for homicides, rapes 
and other crimes elsewhere, but we 
flattered osmelvos that such scenes 
could not occur in our community, 
composed as it Is, largely of that Rood 
old English stock, whose obedience 
to law has been one of the secrets of 
our civilization and of the safety of 
our people 
We are now confronted, 


however with this crime and must 
meet it Shall we invite its visitation 
in the future by acquiesance in this 
perpetration, or make 
such 
crime 


hereafter improbable if not impos 
sible, by dealing out adequate punish- 
ment * 


"No good citnen. we are persuaded 


can regard the lynching of George 
White in any other light than as a 
brutal crime, and as a flagrant viola 
tion of law 


"Gentlemen, in this 
country 
we 


make the laws, they are onr will for- 
mally expressed 
It is the duty of 


every good man to obey the law him- 
self and to we that it is obeyed by 
others aa far as he raaj

They ex- 
amine sputum, they disinfect houses, 
they give useful instructions in many 
ways, but only when requested by the 
attending physicians. 


It is hard to see- how reporting cases 


of tuberculosis can do any real harm, 
it may do much good, and such a prac- 
tice should be supported by the public. 


Debt to Society and Self. 


The consumptive owes it to society, 


he owes it to his family, and he owes 
it to himself to take every possible 
precaution to prevent the communica- 
tion of his disease to others.

AUTOS 


Mutt Give Two-tbirdft of the 


There has been many inquiries of 


late, as to just what are the rights of 
drivers of automobiles, when passing 
vehicles owned by citizens on streets 
and roads, how much of the road they 
are allowed to have. The statutes of 
the state give the owners of vehicles 
other than automobiles considerably 
the best of it. and allow them two 
thirds of the road. According to an 
act passed April 25, 1902, by the legis- 
lature, section 340 of the revised sta- 
tutes of the State of Ohio was amend- 
ed to read as follows: 


"All 
persons driving carriages, or 


vehicles of any description, on any 
public turnpike, road or highway of 
this state, shall, on meeting carriages 
or vehicles of any description keep 
to the right so as to leave half of the 
road free, or on a bicycle, tricycle, 
tandem bicycle, locomobile or auto- 
mobile, on meeting carriages or ve- 
hicles of any description keep to the 
ris;ht so as to keejs two-thirds of th£ 
road free, and if any person purposely 
and willfully neglects or refuses to 
comply with the provisions of this 
section or in any manner wilfully hin- 
ders or purposely obstructs any per- 
son in the free passage of any kind 
on such road or highway, or shall Hue 
a bicycle, trycicle or tandem bicycle 
on the side walk or footpath of any 
hamlet or village, he shall on convic- 
tion thereof, before any justice of the 
peace or other court having jurisdic- 
tion for every other offense be fined 
in any Bum not less than five dollars 
nor more than twenty-five dollars for 
use in common schools of the county 
in which prosecution, is had,"
